AMENDMENT TO THE CLAIMS

44. (New) An inkjet printer comprising: 

an inkjet print head defining a print zone adjacent thereto; 

media guide, said media guide directing selected media through said print zone, 
said media including an adhesive surface exposed to said inkjet print head; 

an encoder producing a media movement rate signal representing linear 
movement of said selected media through said print zone; and 

a control firing said inkjet print head in response to and at a rate corresponding to 
said media movement rate signal. 

45. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 44 wherein said media 
comprises adhesive tape-form media. 

46. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 45 wherein said tape-form 
media originates on a rotatable reel. 

47. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 44 wherein said media guide 
includes media transport operating by motorized motive force. 

48. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 47 wherein said media 
transport carries said media at an outlet of said printer on one side of said media, an 
opposite side of said media being unsupported by said media transport. 

49. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 44 wherein said control 
comprises a switch responsive to at least one of user activation thereof and user 
application of tension to said media. 
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50. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 44 wherein said inkjet printer 
comprises a removable media cartridge, said cartridge comprising: 

said selected media; 

a cartridge outlet deploying said media therefrom; and 
said encoder. 

5 1 . (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media is 
provided in reel-form. 

52. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media is 
transparent. 

53. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media is 
opaque and reactive to selected ink formulations to modify at least one of opacity and 
coloration in reaction thereto. 

54. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media 
movement rate signal represents movement of said media relative to said cartridge outlet. 

55. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said encoder is 
positioned intermediate a source of said media within said cartridge and said cartridge 
outlet. 

56. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said encoder 
comprises a rotatable element coupled to said media and rotating in response to 
movement of said media therepast. 
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57. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 56 wherein said encoder 
further comprises a detector reporting rotation of said rotatable element as said media 
movement rate signal. 

58. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 57 wherein said rotatable 
element comprises slot formations and said detector comprises optical elements detecting 
passage of said slots thereby, said optical elements producing said media movement rate 
signal. 

59. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media 
cartridge includes a rotatable reel, and said media is provided on said reel. 

60. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said encoder 
contacts said media at said adhesive surface. 

61. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media 
cartridge maintains back-tension in said media as presented at said cartridge outlet. 

62. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 50 wherein said media 
cartridge encoder identifies a characteristic of said media. 

63. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 62 wherein said characteristic 
includes at least one of media color and media dimension. 

64. (New) In combination: 

a media cartridge dispensing media therefrom, said media having an adhesive on 
one side thereof, and providing a media rate signal representing movement of said media 
as dispensed therefrom; and 
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an inkjet printer receiving said media as dispensed from said cartridge and having 
an inkjet print head positioned to apply print imaging to said adhesive at a rate 
corresponding to said media rate signal. 

65. (New) A combination according to claim 64 wherein said movement of 
said media is produced manually. 

66. (New) A combination according to claim 64 wherein combination 
includes a motorized media drive and said movement of said media is produced by said 
motorized media drive. 

67. (New) A combination according to claim 64 wherein said cartridge 
includes an encoder, said encoder contacting said adhesive in detecting said media 
movement and producing said media rate signal. 

68. (New) A combination corresponding to claim 64 wherein said media is a 
reel-form media. 

69. (New) A combination according to claim 64 wherein said wherein said 
cartridge comprises an encoder producing said media rate signal, said encoder comprising 
slot formations distributed upon an encoding wheel and comprising optical elements 
detecting passage of said slots thereby, said optical elements producing said media rate 
signal. 

70. (New) An inkjet printer comprising: 

media dispensing means providing reel-form media and a media rate signal; and 
printing means receiving sad media from said dispensing means and applying 
printing imaging thereto at a rate corresponding to said media rate signal. 
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7 1 . (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 70 wherein said dispensing 
means comprises cartridge means removably mountable to said printing means. 

72. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 71 wherein said reel-form 
media includes an adhesive surface and said printing means applies said print imaging to 
said adhesive surface. 

73. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 72 wherein said cartridge 
means comprises encoder means contacting said adhesive surface and producing said 
media rate signal. 

74. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 70 wherein said dispensing 
means comprises cartridge means removably mountable to said printing means, said reel- 
form media includes an adhesive surface, said printing means applies said print imaging 
to said adhesive surface, and said cartridge means comprises encoder means contacting 
said adhesive surface and producing said media rate signal. 

75. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 70 wherein said printing 
means comprises an inkjet print head operating at a firing rate corresponding to said 
media rate signal. 

76. (New) An inkjet printer comprising: 
an inkjet print head defining a print zone; 

a reel-form media; 

a media feed path originating at said reel-form media and passing through said 

print zone to a printer outlet; 

an encoder reporting a rate of media movement along said feed path; and 

a control receiving said reported rate of media movement and firing said inkjet 

printer at a rate corresponding thereto. 
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77. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 further comprising media 
provided in reel-form. 

78. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 77 wherein said media is 
transparent. 

79. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 77 wherein said media is 
opaque and reactive to selected ink formulations to modify at least one of opacity and 
coloration in reaction thereto. 

80. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 wherein said encoder 
comprises an encoding wheel adjacent said media feed path. 

8 1 . (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 further comprising a media 
cartridge, said media cartridge providing a source of media and positioned for 
introduction of said media into said media feed path. 

82. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 wherein said media bears 
an adhesive surface and said encoder contacts said adhesive surface in reporting said rate 
of media movement. 

83. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 wherein said encoder 
comprises a rotatable element contacting to said media and rotating in response to 
movement of said media therepast. 

84. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 wherein said control meters j 
print imaging data to said inkjet printer head as a function of movement of said reported 

rate of media movement. 
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85. (New) An inkjet printer according to claim 76 wherein said inkjet printer 
accepts, for print imaging, print imaging data and meters said print imaging data as a 
function of said encoder reporting movement of said media along said feed path. 
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
